And What Have You

Taking everything into consid­ 
eration, there was a p r e t t y good 
turnout last Thursday night for the 
Industrial Development rn e e t i ng 
here. While there were only about 
IOO in attendance and a great many 
that should have been there that were 
not—-it was about what could be ex­ 
pected, at leastfor the first meeting. 
The real question is whether or 
not we go on from this meeting to 
some form of organization that will 
get something started. Just attend­ 
ing meetings is not enough—it takes 
a lot of work by dedicated citizens 
if a town is to compete for industry. 
Seeking industry is big business 
and the c o m p e t i t i o n is terrible. 
There are over 25, OOO cities seek­ 
ing more industries wh i c h means 
obviously that just wanting more in­ 
dustry in your town is not enough. 
You have to be able to compete with 
these other cities. 
The task would be insurmount­ 
able if it were not for the fact that 
in most cases the industries are 
seeking a location within a 200-mile 
area so that you do not compete with 
all 25,000 cities in every case. But 
still you have to offer 
something 
that your neighbor does not if you 
are to realize any results from your 
efforts. 
There is a proven method for 
communities to follow in setting up 
an industrial development program. 
Basically, this is knowing what you 
have to offer and selling this with 
every means you have available. 
Tne Texas Industrial Commis­ 
sion has outlined a five-step prog­ 
ram that is working for many cities 
across the state. This calls for a 
c o m m u n i t y betterment program 
which is the reason for West Texas 
Chamber of Commerce's Sparkle 
programs, the All American Cities 
contests and other such programs. 
You have to have a city that appeals 
to people and offers the services 
they demand. 
The next step is to research 
and analyze what you have so that 
you know what type of industry could 
properly locate in your city and be 
able to prove what you have to offer. 
The third step is to survey the 
f i n a n c i a l assistance that can be 
made available for any prospective 
industry. This normally includes the 
money to buy or lease land and build 
buildings to be leased to the firm. 
Most successful cities in locating 
industry have s e t up industrial 
foundations through donations. With 
t h i s money, loans and government 
programs, this part of the program 
can usually be handled. 
The third step is to secure suit­ 
able sites for plants. This includes 
buying the sites or securing options 
on them. You must be able to offer 
a prospect a firm commitment on a 
site—just saying we have a lot of 
land available is not enough. 
The final step is to take this 
information and put it in a form that 
can be used to promote Hamlin and 
this area. There are a number of 
firms and agencies that keep such 
information on file for prospective 
industries. A big part of this final 
step is to train local people in pre­ 
senting this information to the pros­ 
pects. 
And what are the rewards for 
all of this work? If successful, they 
are many. A new industry in a town 
that employs IOO people at $100 a 
week can mean as much as $300,000 
a year to the local economy. It can 
m e a n m o r e and better schools, 
churches, streets and city services. 
So you can see it is important 
that something be started here if we 
are to protect our future and our in­ 
vestment here. The logical organi­ 
zation to get things started is the 
Board of Community Development, 
but this can not just stop with the 
few people on the board or on the 
committees but must include all the 
people of Hamlin. We all have too 
big a stake in this matter to depend 
on someone else to do the job.

IOO Attend Industrial 
Development Meeting 


A little over IOO people at­ 
tended the first 
Industrial 
Development meeting to be 
sponsored by the Hamlin Board 
of Community Development 
here Thursday evening. Those 
gathered heard Bill Collins 
of Lone Star Gas Company 
outline the steps needed for 
a community to attract in­ 
dustry. 
Mr. Collins is manager of 
Community Development for 
Lone Star Gas Company. 
The meeting was presided 
over by Barry Moore, BCD 
President, 
who was assisted 
by Ellis West, chairman of the 
industrial development com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. Collins in his opening 
remarks pointed out the need 
for 
industrial development, 
saying that there were 136 
towns in Texas 40 years ago 
that do not exist today. He 
also stressed 
the need for 
jobs for the 
students who 
graduate here but have to go 
elsewhere to find work. 
He noted the expense of edu­ 
cating our youth only to have 
someone else reaping the bene­ 
fits of their education. 
With agriculture and min­ 
ing (including 
oil and gas) 
using less and less people, Mr. 
Collins said that manufactur­ 
ing is the only direction left 
that offers increased job op­ 
portunities. He used statistics 
that show 
that for every 
dollar paid to an employee 
in manufacturing that this 
same dollar is spent 
on an 
average of six times within

$68.87 is added to the cost 
of a bale of cotton 
after it 
leaves the picker basket, ac­ 
cording to a report released 
by the Cotton Producers In­ 
stitute (CPI). Part of this 
cost is paid by the 
farmer 
and is considered production 
expense. 
The study, conducted by 
the Department of Industrial 
Engineering at Texas Tech 
in Lubbock, 
was based on 
costs in the Texas High Plains 
area. According to E. Hervey 
Evans, Jr., 
Laurinburg, N. 
C., this added cast amounts 
to over 55 per cent of what 
a southeastern mill pays for 
a bale of cotton from the High 
Plains. Mr. Evans is chair­ 
man of the 
CPI Producer 
Planning and Services Com­ 
mittee. 
Ginning costs, at $27.70 per 
bale, contribute most to the 
added costs, 
but total gin 
costs 
have 
exceeded 
gin 
charges for the* last few years. 
Problems caused by intermit­ 
tent operation of the gin, low 
output related to gin capa­ 
city, and high percentage of 
down 
time 
contributed 
to 
this situation. 
These factors combined to 
result in a high fixed cost 
per bale as well as an exces­ 
sive variable cost. But the 
study 
shows that ginning 
costs could be 
reduced 59 
per cent to $11.38 per bale 
if the gin could be operated 
22 hours a day at 85 per cent 
efficiency for IOO days. 
A system of 
seed cotton 
storage is necessary for the 
farmer to realize this saving. 
Mechanical 
harvesters that 
gulj) cotton from fields much 
laster than man have com­ 
pressed the ginning 
season 


from five months to two. 
Roy Forkner, a prominent 
producer and ginner 
from 
Lubbock, Texas, jwirticipated 
in tho research program last 
year by storing seed cotton 
on the ground for up to l l 
weeks. “There was no loss 
of quality, and the very little 
significant difference between 
seed cotton 
stored on the 
ground and that taken direct­ 
ly to the gin was in favor of 
stored cotton.’* 
Mr. Forkner packed 
his 
cotton in ricks whore it was 
picked up 
by tho gin on a 
scheduled basis. "As far as I 
know at this moment, I’ll put 
all my seed 
cotton on the 
ground 
this 
year.” 
He 
cautioned farmers 
in other 
parts of the Cotton Belt that 
different 
methods 
of 
seed 
cotton storage may be more 
practical in their areas. The 
High Plains of Texas 
is a 
semi-arid region where fall 
rains do not provide enough 
moisture to deteriorate the 
cotton fibers. 
“We have enough 
strip­ 
pers here on the Plains to har­ 


vest all the cotton in three 
weeks, but it takes 8 to IO 
weeks to gin it,” Mr. Forkner 
said. "The purpose of storing 
seed cotton is to 
alleniate 
congestion at the gin, 
but 
now we’re forced to store it 
in trailers which is one of the 
most expensive ways we can 
store it." 
The 
report 
shows 
that 
storing seed cotton in trail­ 
ers to await ginning costs 
an average of $4.33 per bale. 
It also shows that tradition­ 
al practices such as pressing 
a bale twice before shipment 
to customers 
and cutting 
samples from pressed bales 
instead 
of 
automatically 
.sampling the cotton as it is 
gined are operations that in­ 
crease the cost of the bale 
but do not add utility value. 
Approximately 
$25 
per 
bale, or 5 cents per pound, 
could be saved if the ad­ 
vantages of automatic sampl­ 
ing, gin pressing to final den­ 
sity, and freight rate reduc­ 
tions were combined 
with 
the cost savings mentioned 
above.
